the noted carriage and 
wagon makers made an assignment 
today for the benefit of their credi­ 
tors. 
No statement of the liabilities 
and assets was made. 
New York. Oct. 12—R. G. Dun & 
Co.'s weekly review of trade: says: 
“The price barometer gives indications 
that are not entirely favorable. Cot­ 
ton goods go up with increasing evi­ 
dence that the crop of cotton is short. 
Prices of other manufactured prducts, 
of wool, hides and leather, all show 
some decline, a general abatement in 
new orders being the principal cause. 
“With an immense volume of busi­ 
ness, not much exceeded in the largest 
month of the exceptional year 1892, and 
with evidence that in several import­ 
ant branches the volume has surpassed 
that of any previous year, there is a 
growing uncertainty about the near fu­ 
ture of industries. 
“Money markets are neither strained 
nor threatening, foreign exchanges no 
longer raise apprehension, and fears 
for the great Northwestern crops are 
past. 
There have been few advances 
of wages of labor during 
the past 
month, and only a few works have been 
closed by strikes for an advance. 
The production of pig iron, Oct. I, 
was the largest in the history of the 
country, 201,414 tons weekly, against 
194,029 Sept. I, 196,000 having been the 
highest in 1892. Stocks unsold are not 
stated, but substantially the whole pro 
duction is in execution of past orders. 
On the other hand, new orders are ex­ 
ceedingly small. 
Bessemer pig has 
fallen $1 to $15 at Pittsburg, and gray 
forge 25 cents, and prices of iron prod­ 
ucts average 1% per cent lower for the 
week. 
Discontinuance of a demand, 
which could not be expected to con­ 
tinue at the same rate after prices had 
risen 52.9 per cent, leaves actual con­ 
sumption in question. 
“In woolen manufactures a demand 
for dress goods and some specialties 
keeps many employed* but most of the 
works making men’s woolens, for which 
new orders are scanty, find not enough 
to keep them running. To 
pile 
up 
goods in advance, wholly in the dark 
as to future foreign competition, in­ 
volves such risk that some concerns 
may close for a time. Yet sales of wool 
continue heavy, 11,349,200 pounds for 
the week, largely speculative. 
“The cotton manufacture is peculiar­ 
ly favored in the rise of materials and 
by the extraordinary stocks of cotton 
brought over from last year, but goods 
are advancing, those quoted last week 
now averaging 90.8, against 87.5 per 
cent of the prices of 1890. It is too early 
for cotton movements to 
cast much 
light on the probable yield. 
Port re­ 
ceipts thus far, 23 per cent 
smaller 
than last year, do not indicate as small 
a crop as many feared, in view of the 
known lateness of picking. Widely cir­ 
culated advices to hold back 
cotton 
have some influence also. At present 
prices, averaging 8% cents in Southern 
markets, against 5% cents a year ago, 
7,000,000 bales will bring 
$13,000,000, 
more than 9,900,000 bales brought last 
year. 
“Wheat receipts have been 7,531,474, 
against 4,690,181 last year, and Atlantic 
exports only 1,707,629 bushels, flour in­ 
cluded, against 1,998,786 last year. The 
movement at Duluth is so heavy as to 
absorb vessels and almost arrest more 
shipments. 
“Failures for the week have included 
two banks and several concerns of some 
size, and have been 268 in the United 
States, against 231 last year, and fifty- 
two in Canada, against forty-three last 
year.” 
Bradstreet’s says: “Exports of wheat 
(wheat flour included as wheat) from 
both coasts of the United States this 
week amount to 2,244,000 bushels, com­ 
pared with 2,613,000 bushels last week, 
3,317,000 bushels in the week a year 
ago, 2,862,000 bushels two years ago, 
and with 3,625,000 bushels three years 
ago.” 


Illinois Federation of Labor Docs Not 
Like His Assertions. 
Peoria, 111., Oct. 12.—The thirteenth 
annual convention of the Illinois Fed­ 
eration of Labor adjourned at 4 o’clock 
yesterday afternoon. It was decided to 
hold the next convention Nov. 14, after 
the election. The Debs matter came 
up shortly after the convention met, 
and was followed by a discussion last­ 
ing for fully tv.o hours. The follow­ 
ing, introduced by W. C. Pomeroy of 
Chicago, was finally adopted: “Where­ 
as, Eugene V. Debs has stated to the 
public that the railway brotherhoods 
had been repudiated by organized la­ 
bor, Resolved, That tho Illinois State 
Federation of Labor deny such asser­ 
tions and extend to the railway broth­ 
erhoods our approval and assurance of 
continued esteem.” A resolution wras 
adopted indosing the administration of 
Governor Altgeld and thanking him 
for services 
rendered the federation.

Arkansas Law on Prize Fighting. 
Hot Springs, Ark., Oct. 12.—Since the 
question of the legal aspects relating to 
the Corbett-Fitzsimmons 
contest has 
been raised, and the possibility of offi­ 
cial interference, 
much 
interest at­ 
taches to the state law relating to pu­ 
gilism. The law is plain and easy of 
interpretation. The statute is as fol­ 
lows: 
“Section 1842. It shall be unlawful 
for any person to fight a prize-fight, 
either with or without gloves, in the 
state of Arkansas, and it shall be un­ 
lawful for any person to act as second 
or referee at any prize-fight in 
this 
state or by otherwise participating in 
same.” The fine is not less than $1,000 
nor more than $2,500. 
The general sentiment of the people 
of Arkansas does not seem to be antag-

Conference Between Operators and Em-> 
ployes at Pittsburg. 
Pittsburg, Pa., Oct. 12.—The miners* 
and operators’ 
conference 
yesterday 
adopted resolutions embodying the fol­ 
lowing: 
“That all company stores be 
abolished on or before January I, 1896, 
and after that date no 
mine-owner, 
superintendent or other employe shall 
be directly or indirectly connected with 
or interested in such store; that the 
recognized screen of the district shall 
not exceed sixty superficial feet, with 
one and a half inches between 
the 
bars, the screens to be free from all ob­ 
structions; that miners shall be allowed 
a check weighman on every tipple, he 
to be paid by the miners through the 
company’s pay roll; that a committee 
of three operators and three 
miners 
shall govern the appointment of the 
check weighman, and shall endeavor 
to have him made a state officer; that 
this convention adjourn to meet on the 
first Tuesday of December to arrange 
the scale of 1896, at which time, if uni­ 
formity exists and the New York and 
Cleveland Gas and Coal company and 
others refuse to pay the scale 
rates, 
then the miners and operators 
bind 
themselves to consider the New York 
and Cleveland company rate as the 
price for the district and shall so de­ 
clare.” 
Today the price for dead work and 
the day scale will be taken up.

The Alene kept on her regular course, 
passing abreast of the gunboat, two 
miles distant*- When slightly south of 
Cape Maysi lighthouse the report of a 
cannon was heard and a cloud of smoke 
was seen issuing from the port bow of 
the gunboat. 
Capt. Seiders, thinking 
that it was nothing more than gun prac­ 
tice, kept his course. After an interval 
of ten minutes a second puff of smoke 
was seen, followed by another report of 
the gun. 
The captain then knew it 
could not be practice, and the Alene was 
at once put aoout and came to a full 
stop. 
“Instantly upon 
seeing the 
Alene 
heave to, the gunboat started at half 
speed, heading directly for the mer­ 
chantman. As she advanced she fired 
a third shot. This was at least ten min­ 
utes after the Alene had swung around 
and was apparently without the slight­ 
est reason, for Capt. Seiders was prompt 
in observing the international regula­ 
tions of the merchantman in hoisting 
the signal inquiring if the Spaniard 
wanted to communicate or come on 
board. Without replying or manifest­ 
ing the slightest intention of recogniz­ 
ing the signals the gunboat continued 
steaming slowly on until a little over a 
mile away, when, turning her bow to 
the starboard, she made for the nearest 
headland, increasing to full speed, evi­ 
dently disinclined to come nearer or 
give any explanation of her action.”

Congregationalists at Syracme Listen

“I. That a committee on Christian 
unity be appointed at the session, and 
that they be instructed to Inform all 
national bodies that are in fellowship 
with us that they are authorized to rep­ 
resent this council in calling an inter­ 
denominational congress whenever any 
considerable 
number of 
our 
sister 
churches shall 
have 
signified 
their 
readiness to co-operate in the call, and 
also to assure them that we hope for 
great good from such a congress, es­ 
pecially in the increase of mutual love 
and the multiplication of opportunities 
for practical fellowship. 
“2. That we commend our brethren 
who have sought to promote comity by 
interdenominational organization in 
the several states and request our com­ 
mittee to encourage similar movements 
in all parts of our land. 
“3. That we ought to show that we 
are unsectarian, not by undervaluing 
our principles, bot by cultivating and 
expressing the spirit of brotherhood to 
ward all the followers of Christ.” 
Later In the session final action will 
be taken on the subject. 
At the afternoon session the reading 
of reports was continued. Reports were 
presented from the Sunday School and 
Publishing, American Educational and 
American Missionary societies.

Episcopal Convention Compromises on Its 
Next Gathering Place. 
Minneapolis, Minn., Oct. 12.—In the 
house of deputies of the Episcopal tri­ 
ennial convention yesterday a message 
from the house of bishops announced 
that it had chosen Louisville as the 
next place of meeting and asked con­ 
currence in the appointment of a com­ 
mittee of conference. The house at 
once concurred. The conference com­ 
mittee reported in favor of Washington 
as a compromise. A resolution was of­ 
fered by the Rev. Dr. John S. Lindsay 
of Boston calling for a full report of 
the joint commission at 3 p. rn. yes­ 
terday. Dr. Hoffmann said that the 
commission would be glad to report at 
the earliest possible moment. 
Daily 
sessions were being held, and only one 
canon remained to be acted upon. The 
commission hoped to be able to report 
on Monday. The deputies finished np 
their wo**k on sections 4, 5 and 6 of tho 
revised constitution without 
making 
important changes. The house of bish­ 
ops received reports of the committees 
on foreign and domestic missions, the 
former recommending no action on the 
memorial 
from 
the 
convocation of 
Kyoto, Japan, and the latter recom­ 
mending the creation of the missionary 
district of Duluth in northern Minne­ 
sota. The resolutions were made suc­ 
cessive orders of the day.
